Eichmann charged that Globke 
was directly involved in working 
out the legal framework for de­ 
porting the Jews and confiscating 
their property —the job he himself 
was accused of carry ing out as 
chief of 
the 
Gestapo’s

affairs section. He did not ask

Globke to be called as a witness.

that Eichmann, who was captured 
by secret Israeli agents in I9 60 
while hiding in Argentina under 
an assumed name, was illegally 
brought to Israel for trial.

Accord on Test Ban 
Still Major Problem 


GENEVA (AP) — Frustrated 
small nations revolted briefly to­ 
day against the big power stale­ 
mate at the Geneva disarm am ent 
conference and served notice they 
intend to take a hand in trying 
to break the deadlock. 
However, the deadlock deepened 
because the United States, Britain 
and the Soviet Union failed com­ 
pletely to find any basis on which 
they could agree to negotiate for 
a nuclear weapons test ban treaty. 
There was a two-hour and 40- 
minute meeting of delegations of 
the three atomic powers this af­ 
ternoon to discuss a test ban. 
Sir Michael Wright of Britain 
then told reporters, “ We shall re ­ 
port (to the 17-nation conference) 
that we have reached no agree­ 
ment.” 
Soviet Delegate Semyon Tsar- 
apkin said: “We have reached a 
complete 
stalemate. 
We 
have 
found it impossible to agree.” 
A formal session of the full con­ 
ference had produced the brief 
but potentially significant revolt 
of the small nations. Sparked by 
a move by British Foreign Secre­ 
tary Lord Home, it seemed to be 
directed chiefly against Russia, 
which the smaller Western Allies 
particularly consider responsible 
for the stalemate. 
U.S. Secretary of State Dean 
Rusk and Soviet Foreign Minister 
Andrei A. Gromyko ir e cochair­ 
men of the conference, with re­ 
sponsibility for planning its work. 
Manuel Tello of Mexico, the 
presiding officer, announced this 
morning the cochairmen had fail­ 
ed to agree on how to organize the 
work and suggested that there be 
no meeting of the 17 this after­ 
noon. In effect they were asking 
more time to dicker. 
At that point, informants later 
reported, Lord Home said sharply 
“ Let’s get on with it.” This bid 
for an afternoon meeting, con­ 
trary to the recommendation of 
the conference leaders, was im ­ 
mediately supported by Italy and 
Canada. Like Britain they are 
close U.S. allies and would prob­ 
ably not have acted without some 
word to Rusk about their plans, 
Diplomats who were informed 
on the closed meeting said that 
the brief discussion by Foreign 
Secretary Howard C. Green of 
Canada and Carlo Russo, Italian 
undersecretary of state, was blunt­ 
ly to the point of big power failure 
and insisted on action by the rest 
of the conference 
membership,

S ecretary of State Rusk term s the dis­ 
a rm a m e n t talks now under way in Switz­ 
erland “ one of the most im portant nego­ 
tiations we have been involved in for a 
long tim e.” But negotiations are im port­ 
ant only if they have constructive results. 
And all the omens are unfavorable. 
The Geneva conference does feature a 
new experim ent — the participation of 
eight 
morp 
or less 
neutral 
countries. 
K hrushchev has said m any tim es in m any 
w ays hat it is unrealistic for small, weak 
nations to expect to share in decisions on 
disputes between the great powers. Why, 
then, did he insist on inviting these eight 
kibitzers to the negotiating table? 
F or either or both of two reasons: first, 
to m ake a propaganda effort to convince 
the neutrals that Russia wants disarm a­ 
m ent and peace and the United States 
w ants an a rm s race and war; second, to 
induce the neutrals to press the West to 
accept disarm am ent on his term s. 
There is no indication whatsoever that 
he is prepared to give a single centim eter 
on any substantive issue. 
It will be interesting to see whether the 
neutrals will prove such com plaisant tools 
as he seem s to expect. He wants eventual­ 


ly to “ bury” them, too. 
Indeed, his present enm ity toward the 
United States, like the bolsheviks' prew ar 
designation of Britain as E nem y No. I. 
stem s largely from the fact that the Unit­ 
ed States now has becom e the greatest ob­ 
stacle to Russia's expansionist ambitions. 
This alone is enough to m ake neutrals who 
undet stand where their ‘own interests lie 
unwilling to press the United States to ac­ 
cept one - sided disarm am ent arran g e­ 
m ents. 
It is not always clear, unfortunately, 
that neutrals understand this fact and ap­ 
praise their own interests correctly. B u t 
if they fail to recognize which side threat­ 
ens them, or to understand the implacable 
intensity of that threat, their neutralism 
is more doctrinaire than realistic. 
What was set up an an 18-nation confer­ 
ence got under way as a 17-nation affair. 
F ra n c e withdrew, convinced that the con­ 
ference is incapable of accomplishing any­ 
thing. This left the West outnum bered 5 to 
4 by communist nations, but this shouldn’t 
m atter. The conference seem s certain to 
becom e a sterile talkiest designed p rim ar­ 
ily to promote Soviet aims, and the West 
can counter this well enough in English.
